Stan  Taylor,  Coordinator  of  the 
International  Relations  Program  and  a 
member  of  the  committee,  commented, 
“It’s  not  the  committee’s  part  to  choose 
the  speakers.  We  merely  see  if  they  meet 
the  criteria  required,  as  Chavez  did.” 

These  criteria,  as  written  in  the  April 
1968  “policy  Governing  Off  Campus 
Speakers,”  lists  the  following  as  criteria: 

A.  “The  speaker  must  be  qualified  by 
education,  training,  or  experience  to 
discuss  the  topic(s)  chosen  for 
presentation.” 

B.  “The  speaker  must  not 
advocate  ...  the  overthrow  or  altering  of 
our  Constitutional  form  of  Government  by 
force  or  other  illegal  means . . ” 

C.  “The  speaker  must  not  in  his 
presentation  take  advantage  of  his  forum  in 
any  other  way  to  demean  The  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  or  its 
principles.” 

LaVar  Bateman,  another  member  of  the 
seven-man  committee,  commented  that 
“there  was  no  reason  why  he  shouldn’t  be 
invited  to  come.  At  the  time  Chavez  was 
presented  by  the  Young  Democrats,  the 
YAF  presented  Charles  Smith”  (a  black 
newspaper  editor  known  for  his 
conservative  views). 

“Both  speakers  were  controversial,  but 
neither  openly  advocated  the  overthrow  of 
the  U.S.  and  neither  represent  the 
militants,”  Bateman  added. 

Reed  Wilcox,  Vice  President  of 
Academics,  thought  the  controversy  ironic. 
“We’ve  (Speaker’s  Committee)  always  been 
criticized  for  being  too  conservative.” 

However,  YAF  Executive  Asst.  Ken 
Larsen  still  charges  that  the  “speakers 
committee  acted  with  insufficient 
information”  and  makes  two  suggestions. 
One  is  that  the  speakers  committee  include 
a faculty  member  with  professional 
anti-communist  experience  and  the  other 
that  the  YAF  President  be  allowed  to  sit  in 
on  Committee  meetinggs.

Nixon  wants  $$ 


WASHINGTON  (UPI)— President  Nixon 
asked  Congress  Wednesday  to  approve  an 
additional  $1,035  billion  for  foreign  aid  to 
allies  in  Southeast  Asia  and  the  Middle  East 
“as  we  reduce  our  direct  involvement 
abroad.” 

“We  must  signal  clearly  to  the  world,  to 
those  who  threaten  freedom  as  well  as 
those  who  uphold  freedom,  that  where  our 
interests  are  involved,  the  United  States 
will  help  those  who  demonstrate  their 
determination  to  defend  themselves,”  the 
President  said. 

The  extra  money  Nixon  sought  would  be 
in  addition  to  the  $2.2  billion  foreign  aid 
request  before  Congress  for  the  fiscal  year 
that  began  July  1.  More  than  90  per  cent 
of  additional  funds  would  be  for  military 
assistance  in  the  Middle  East  and  Southeast 
Asia. 

Of  the  additional  amount,  Israel  would 
receive  $500  million  in  credit  to  finance 
the  purchase  of  warplanes,  electronic 
equipment  and  other  arms.  Cambodia 
would  get  the  next  lafgest  chunk,  $255 
million,  and  Korea  would  get  $150  million. 

NIXON’S  MESSAGE  to  Congress  said 
the  additional  assistance  is  “essential  to  the 
support  of  our  national  security  goals  and 
foreign  policy  interests  as  we  reduce  our 
direct  involvement  abroad.” 

A high  level  White  House  adviser, 
amplifying  the  President’s  message, 
conceded  that  it  was  highly  unusual  to 
request  what  amounts  to  a 50  per  cent 
increase  in  U.S.  foreign  aid  so  late  in  the 
fiscal  year. 

He  said  it  was  necessary  partly  because 
of  the  Nixon  doctrine  of  reducing  direct 
U.S.  involvement  abroad  and  partly 


because  of  unexpected  contigencies  such  as 
the  events  in  Cambodia  and  the  Middle 
East. 

But  whatever  his  reasons  for  asking  it, 
the  President’s  chances  appeared  dim  of 
getting  the  extra  money-at  least  in  the 
current  Congress. 

SOME  MEMBERS  of  the  Senate  Foreign 
Relations  Committee  have  indicated  they 
would  look  carefully  at  aid  requests  for 
Cambodia  because  of  the  administration’s 
resistance  this  year  to  the  Cooper-Church 
Amendment.  That  amendment  would  have 
banned  further  large-scale  U.S.  ground 
offensives  in  Cambodia  and  restricted  U.S. 
air  support  to  the  Cambodian  government. 

The  $1,035  billion  in  new  funds  Nixon 
requested  would  be  broken  down  this  way: 

- East  Asia:  Cambodia  would  receive 
$155  million  in  new  funds,  most  of  it  in 
economic  assistance  and  the  remainder  in 
grants  for  the  purchase  of  small  arms, 
ammunition,  mortars  and  other  relatively 
unsophisticated  weapons. 

An  additional  $100  million  would  be 
used  to  repay  funds  borrowed  to  meet  the 
Cambodian  emergency  from  programs  to 
Taiwan,  Greece  and  Turkey. 

Korea  would  receive  $150  million  to 
help  modernize  its  defense  forces  as  U.S. 
troop  levels  are  reduced  there.  In  addition 
Nixon  asked  for  authority  to  transfer  to 
Korea  equipment  now  being  used  by  U.S. 
forces  which  will  be  withdrawn. 

Vietnam  would  receive  $65  million  in 
economic  assistance.  Military  assistance  to 
Vietnam  is  channeled  through  the  Defense 
Department  and  not  the  foreign  aid 
program. 


kear  change  discussed 


A change  in  the  academic  year  and 
policy  philosophy  for  campus  events  were 
the  central  actions  discussed  in  last  night’s 
ASBYU  Executive  Council  meeting. 

Reed  Wilcox,  vice  president  of 
Academics,  suggested  that  the  council 
make  its  feelings  known  about  a change  in 
the  academic  year  schedule,  presently 
being  considered  by  the  Administration. 
The  proposal  to  start  fall  semester  earlier 
by  the  Administration.  The  proposal  to 
start  fall  semester  earlier  to  allow 
completion  of  the  semester  before 
Christmas  holiday  start,  has  been  kicked 
around  for  several  years. 

Some  groups  have  supported  such  a 
change  and  others,  because  of  athletic 
events,  seasonal  academic  studies,  and 
maximum  use  of  university  facilities,  have 
opposed  the  change. 

After  some  discussion,  the  council 
decided  that  it  did  not  have  enough 
information  and  postponed  suggestions  to 
Robert  K.  Thomas,  academic  vice  president 


of  BYU,  until  it  received  such  information. 

Wilcox  proposed  to  the  council  that  it 
make  some  recommendations  to  a 
committee  referred  to  as  the  Wheelwright 
committee  (because  it  is  headed  by  Dean 
Lorin  F.  Wheelwright)  about  philosophy  of 
the  committee  on  standards  for  campus 
events. 

The  Wheelwright  committee  presently 
acts  as  a coordinating  body  for  other 
campus  committees  such  as  the  speaker’s 
committee,  the  films  committee,  the 
Lyceum  committee  and  others,  to  insure 
uniform  policy. 

The  council  decided  to  make  its  feelings 
known  through  the  proper  administrative 
channels  and  not  to  make  any  public 
statement.  The  council  members  did  say 
they  would  urge  that  more  students  be  on 
the  committee  than  at  present. 

In  other  action,  the  council  heard  a 
report  from  Reed  Halladay  and  Marty 
Wilson,  representatives  for  student 
government,  on  the  proceedings  of  the 
Association  of  College  Unions 
International’s  conference.

Ramadan:  The  month  of  blessings

This  is  the  20th  day  of 
Ramadan,  the  season  of  fasting 
for  Moslems.  The  following  article 
by  Abdul  Suleman,  a junior  in 
chemical  engineering  from 
Karachi,  Pakistan,  explains  what 
Ramadan  means  to  the  Moslems 
on  campus  and  throughout  the 
world. 


Every  year  the  coming  of  the 
month  of  Ramadan  is  a most 
joyous  occasion  for  Moslems  all 
over  the  world.  During  this  month 
of  blessings  and  joy  a great 
transformation  embraces  the 
Moslem  world,  for  this  is  the 
month  of  fasting.  Moslems  in  all 
corners  of  the  globe  in  an 
impressive  show  of  solidarity  and 
uniformity  amidst  diversity, 
abstain  from  food  and  drink 
(among  other  things)  from  sunrise 
to  sunset  during  this  month.  At 
the  end  of  the  month  comes  the 
day  of  great  rejoicing,  the  festival 
of  Id  Al-Fitr  or  Bairam. 

Ramadan  was  chosen  for  fasting 
for  two  reasons : 

1 . It  was  during  Ramadan  that 
the  Koran  was  sejnt  down  as  a 
guide  to  mankind.  Ramadan  is  the 
month  wherein  the  Koran  was 
revealed  for  the  guidance  of 


mankind  and  to  serve  as  the 
criterion  of  right  and  wrong. 

2 . During  this  month  in  the 
second  year  after  Hijra,  the  battle 
of  Badr  occurred.  This  battle  was 
the  first  war  between  the 
dependent  Moslems  and  the 
aggressive  unbelievers.  Moslems 
were  granted  victory  and  the 
event  marked  the  steady  growth 
of  Islam  to  power  and  glory. 


RAMADAN  IS  the  ninth 
month  in  the  Moslem  year  with 
the  new  moon  of  Ramadan  and 
ends  with  the  appearance  of  the 
new  moon  of  Shawwal  (the  lunar 
month  following  Ramadan). 
Prophet  Mohammed  is  reported  to 
have  said,  “Do  not  fast  until  you 
see  the  new  moon  and  do  not 
break  fasting  until  you  see  it 
(again),  and  if  it  is  cloudy, 
calculate  its  appearance.”  Another 
tradition  says  that  if  it  is  cloudy, 
30  days  of  fasting  should  be 
completed.  While  it  is  best  to  use 
astronomical  computations  to 
begin  and  end  by  the  appearance 
of  the  new  moon  is  still  the  easiest 
method  for  the  vast  masses  living 
in  villages  and  distant  places. 


FASTING  IS  CLEARLY 
prescribed  for  every  Moslem  man 


and  woman  in  the  Koran.  It  was 
made  obligatory  by  the  following 
verse:  “O,  ye  who  believe!  Fasting 
is  prescribed  for  you,  even  as  it 
was  prescribed  for  those  further 
dealing  with  fasting.  Fasting  is  one 
of  the  five  basic  tenets  of  Islam. 
There  is  a tradition  of  the  prophet 
stating  there:  “Islam  is  raised  on 
five  pillars;  the  witness  that  there 
is  no  God  but  Allah,  the  witness 
that  Mohammed  is  his  servant  and 
his  messenger,  offering  prayers 
giving  Alms,  fasting  and 
performing  the  Pilgrimmage.” 

During  the  period  of  fasting  one 
must  abstain  from  food,  drink  and 
sexual  intercourse.  Smoking, 
chewing  or.  swallowing  anything 
or  taking  medicine  through  the 
mouth  or  nose  breaks  the  fast. 
Eating  or  drinking  something 
unintentionally,  taking  medicine 
through  an  injection,  use  of 
perfume,  use  of  toothbrush, 
rinsing  of  mouth  or  washing  one  s 
body  does  not  break  the  fast. 

Women  are  exempted  from 
fasting  during  their  monthly 
indisposition  and  during  a certain 
period  after  childbirth.  The 
missed  days  are  to  be  made  up 
later.  Also  exempted  from  fasting 
are  persons  sick  in  bed  or  on  a 
journey.  In  the  latter  case,  both 


the  Koran  and  Prophet 
Mohammed  hold  the  view  that  it 
is  up  to  the  person  involved  to 
judge  whether  he  can  fast  in  spite 
of  the  rigors  of  traveling. 

A person  who  is  fasting  is 
forbidden  from  indulging  in 
obscene  speech,  boisterous  talk, 
falsehood  in  words  or  deeds, 
lustful  looks,  false  oath,  slander, 
lying  and  calumny.  (Of  course, 
even  when  not  fasting,  a Moslem 
must  avoid  these  evils.)  Allah 
would  not  accept  the  fasting  of 
those  who  while  fasting,  indulge 
in  evil  thoughts,  words  or  deeds. 


ONE  WHO  FASTS  should  not 
spoil  by  night  what  he  has  gained 
by  day,  through  fasting.  That  is  to 
say,  it  is  against  the  spirit  of 
fasting  to  eat  excessively  when  the 
fast  is  ended  at  sunset,  or  before  it 
is  begun  at  dawn.  One  of  the  aims 
of  fasting  is  to  elevate  the  person 
spiritually,  and  this  is  lust  if  a 
person  awaits  at  the  end  of  the 
fasting  day  to  indulge  abominably 
in  the  pleasures  of  eating  and 
drinking. 

One  of  the  numerous  moral  and 
spiritual  benefits  of  fasting  is  that 
it  develops  self-discipline  in  a 
person.  Fasting  curbs  the  desires 
for  food,  comfort  and  sex,  and

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Month  long  battle  ends 
in  triumph  for  climbers 


YOSEMITE  NATIONAL 
PARK,  CALIF.  (UPI)-In  an  epic 
for  the  annals  of  mountaineering, 
Warren  Harding  and  Dean 
Caldwell,  the  stubborn  climbers 
who  wouldn’t  be  rescued, 
conquered  the  3,000-foot 
southeast  face  of  El  Capitan 
Wednesday. 


But  Harding  last  week  angrily 
refused  the  rescue.  When  told 
‘They’re  going  to  rescue  you,”  he 
shouted  back:  “Like  hell  they 


Harding,  46,  and  Caldwell,  27, 
stepped  up  on  the  sloping  dome 
of  the  huge  stone  monolith  at  the 
summit  of  the  vertical  “Wall  of 
the  Early  Morning  Light,”  El 
Capitan’s  last  major  unclimbed 
route,  at  10:14  a.m. 


An  hour  later  they  had 
completed  the  400-foot  hike  from 
there  to  the  top  and  the  National 
Park  Service  declared  the  climb 
“officially  completed”  at  11:55 


Grimy,  bearded  and  hungry,  the 
climbers  were  met  by  a cheering 
crowd  of  fellow  mountaineers, 
newsmen  and  onlookers  who  had 
hiked  up  on  trails  from  the  back 
of  the  monolith  to  be  in  on  the 
finish  of  the  30-day  ascent. 

Harding,  a West  Sacramento, 
Calif.,  surveyor  and  the  first  man 
to  climb  El  Capitan  in  1958,  and 
Caldwell,  a Milwaukie,  Ore., 
photographer,  endured  nearly  30 
days  of  dangling  from  the  vertical 
stone  wall,  and  day  after  day  of 
soaking  rainstorms  which  at  one 
point  prompted  the  National  .Park 
Service  to  try  to  “rescue”  them. 


Harding  and  Caldwell  set  out 
Oct.  19,  expecting  to  complete 
the  climb  in  1 5 days.  They  took 
along  20  days  supply  of  food. 

But  successive  rainstorms 
buffeted  the  peak  and  the 
climbers  reported  Nov.  1 1 they 
were  tired,  wet  and  nearly  out  of 
food. 

Rationing  their  remaining  food, 
Harding  and  Caldwell  pressed  on, 
making  rapid  progress  under 
clearing,  sunny  skies,  until  they 
overcame  the  last  major 
obstacle-a  huge  overhang  about 
400  feet  below  the  summit  of  the 
face— Monday. 

They  camped  only  250  feet 
below  the  top  of  the  cliff  Tuesday 
night  and  carefully  negotiated  the 
last  stretch  Wednesday  morning. 

Onlookers  who  included 
Harding’s  elderly  mother,  peering 
at  the  climbers  through  binoculars 
from  the  floor  of  the  Yosemite 
Valley,  cheered  as  first  one  man, 
then  the  other,  pulled  himself  up 
over  the  summit  of  the  vertical 
granite  face  and  stepped  on 
relatively  level  footing  for  the  first 
time  in  more  than  20  days. 

Two  climbers  who  had 
descended  from  the  top  of  the 
dome  to  the  lip  of  the  precipice 
were  there  to  greet  them. 


Union  may  sue  government 


to  honor  Toy  Safety  Act 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI)— Consumers  Union  (CU) 
accused  Federal  officials 
Wednesday  of  refusing  to  enforce 
the  Toy  Safety  Act  and  said  it- 
would  sue  the  government  in 
hopes  eight  allegedly  hazardous 
toys  can  be  banned  before 
Christmas. 


The  Food  and  Drug 
Administration  (FDA)  denied  the 
charge,  said  it  was  checking  toys 
“in  an  orderly  fashion”  and  found 
“no  compelling  reason”  to 
immediately  ban  the  eight  cited 
by  CU. 

Morris  Kaplan,  CU  Technical 
Director,  called  the  FDA 
statement  a “weasely  response.” 
Harriett  Rabb,  a Washington 
Public  Service  lawyer  representing 
CU  and  the  Children’s 
Foundation,  said  she  would  file

Backers  of  Mao  Tse-Tung’s 
Peking  regime  held  that  the 
Nationalists  would  not  gain  a 
simple  majority  and  would  be 
saved  by  a technicality  requiring  a 
two-thirds  vote  of  the  Assembly 
to  oust  them.

“The  Department  of  Health, 
Education  and  Welfare  (HEW)  and 
the  FDA  have  misconceived  or 
flagrantly  disregarded  their  clear 
obligation  under  the  Toy  Safety 
Act  to  ban  the  sale  of  toys  such  as 
these  which  may  cause  or  present 
an  unreasonable  risk  of  personal 
injury  or  even  death,”  Kaplan 
said.

BYU’s  Virgil  Carter  passed  for  four 
iciiivns  in  the  first  half  and  the  Cats  held  on 


for  a 25-20  victory.  The  Cougars  went  on  to  win 
their  only  WAC  title  in  history  following  that 
emotional  win. 

it  was  Carter  leading  the  way  again  the  next  year 
as  BYU  rolled  over  Utah  35-13  to  present  Coach 
Tommy  Hudspeth  with  his  second  consecutive 
victory  over  the  Utes,  a feat  unprecedented  in  the 
long  history  of  the  arch-rivalry. 

With  Mark  Lyons  passing  to  Phil  Odle  for  one  TD, 
and  Tom  Rippee  running  for  another  the  Cats 
continued  their  mastery  in  1967  by  a 17-14  margin. 
In  the  end,  it  was  the  toe  of  Dennis  Patera  that 
made  the  difference  as  he  kicked  a game-winning 
field  goal. 

Things  have  reverted  back  to  their  old  ways  the 
past  two  years,  with  the  Utes  of  Coach  Bill  Meek 
handing  the  Cougars  consecutive  30-21  and  16-6 
defeats. 

BYU  will  probably  never  catch  up  in  the  series 
that  now  stands  36-5-4,  but  Cougar  fans  like  to  start 
counting  from  1965,  the  year  of  their  WAC 
championship  and  the  year  their  football  fortunes 
started  to  really  improve. 

They  are  ahead  of  the  Utes  3-2  since  that  time  but 
will  have  to  fight  to  keep  their  lead  Saturday. 

After  a slow  start  the  Redskins  have  come  on 
strong -winning  four  straight  before  bowing  to 
Arizona  State  last  week,  while  the  Cats  have  been 
sorely  plagued  by  injuries  and  are  wallowing  in  the 
mire  of  a disastrous  season. 

But  the  Cougars  have  come  up  with  some  of  their 
finest  performances  against  the  Utes  in  years  past 
when  things  were  going  bad.  And  things  couldn’t  be 
much  worse  for  the  Cats  than  right  now.
